Mclver, appointed Con- 
sul to Den la, Spain, by President 
Cleveland in 1893. General Mclver is 
now in' the city, having thrown up 
his commission In disgust. 


He has made formal charges, par- 


ticularly against the Chief of the Con- 
sular Bureau, Walter E. Falson. Ed- 
ward I. Kennick, the chief clerk of the 
State Department, is also involved. 
General Mclver said today: 


"I have been forced to conclude 
that certain officials in the consular 
bureau in Washington are in league 
for other than poliiical reasons with 
consuls abroad. I have here letters 
which will prove all that I coarge. 
"I have indisputable proof," said 
he, "of. a conspiracy, and it is import- 
ant not only politically but commer- 
cially. It wants an investigation and 
reformation of the whole Consular 
service. When I got here and went 
to the State Department Chief Clerk 
Ren nick used every endeavor to get 
me to keep quiet." There is likely to 
be a congressional Investigation into 
tbe charges be makes and Senator 
Morgan will lead it.

"That six holders of dealer's licenses 


from January 7th to 30th, the period 
during which the saloons were entire- 
ly closed, sold about $S3UO worth ol 
liquor, exclusive of what was shipped 
by them to tbe other islands. 


"Your committee also find that by 


tbe terms ot the saloon licenses the 
right is reserved to close tbesaloonson 
election days at the request of the 
Marshal and on other occasions at the 
requett of the Minister of the Inter- 
ior 


"Your committee are of the opinion 


that the action of the Executive in 
closing the saloons and subsequently 
allowing them to open under certain 
conditions is not reviewable by the 
Legislature. 
They are also of the 


opinion that by the strict rules of law 
the saloon-keepers have no redress In 
the courts. But they do believe that 
the petitioners have suffered an in- 
justice-that deserves the consideration 
of tbe Legislature. 


"They therefore submit herewith a 


bill extending the existing retai 
spirit licenses for a period of two 
months each without charge to the 
licensees. 


"Your committee are not unmlnd 


ful tbat the liquor business is of an 
extraordinary and, in a sense, a 
dangerous character; that those who 
engage in it take certain risks thai 
other business men are not called 
upon to take; that the closing ol 
saloons dnrng the period of excite- 
ment was for the benefit of tbe whole 
community, including the proprietors 
of the saloons, and that other lines ol 
business suffered more or less. But 
in view of all the circumstances your 
committee feel that the petitioners 
have suffered beyond their share and 
that the passage of tbe bill recom- 
mended would be no more than Just. 


Report was signed by full commit- 


tee, consisting of Reps. Robertson, 
Kaeo and Kamauoha 
Laid on table

Baseball, Fireworks and Decorations. 


KOHALA (Hawaii), July 10.—The 


Fourth of July was celebrated in Ko- 
hala with such a concourse of-people 
as has not been gathered together 
here in many years. 
It was a'glori- 


ous field day and surpassed the antici- 
pations of even the most sanguine. 
Enthusiasts speak of the gathering as 
countless thousands, but an actual 
muster of the forces would probably 
not have exceeded 1300 people, and 
between luau and sports there was not 
an idle moment in tbe day. It was a 
celebration of the people, by the peo- 
ple and for tbe people. It had been 
said that it was impossible to accom- 
plish a demonstration on any such 
scale, and the citizens took up the 
challenge, went to work with tbe 
means at their disposal, and showed to 
tbe astonished croakers that nothing 
is impossible to the freemen of Hawaii 
on the Fourth of July. As soon aa it 
became apparent tbat the people were 
in earnest, subscriptions flowed into 
the treasury from unexpected quar 
ters, and all Kohala resounded with 
preparation. 
All classes cheerfully 


took part, and every one did some- 
thing. The ten cents of the laborer was 
accepted as cheerfully as the $10 of the 
land owner. Heretofore such celebra 
tions have been largely tbe work of 
the wealthy, and tbe laboring classes 
have been accustomed to modestly 
stand upon the outskirts of the feast. 
But on this first anniversary of tbe 
Republic of Hawaii, tbe people woke 
to the realization tbat tbe day was 
peculiarly their own, and tbat all men 
were to mt-et upon tbe platform of a 
common humanity and a common cit- 
izenship. 
Every one demanded a 


share In the labors as well as the joys 
of the day. Every division of the dis- 
trict, by unanimous consent and iu an 
Informal manner, appointed their own 
collectors and poured tbeir gifts into 
the common fund. Mr, M.flJPerry 
was appointed Master of tbe Feast, 
and he, with an able corps of assist- 
ants, t-pent tbe previous twenty-four 
hours, day and night, killing aud 
cooking tbe animals in tbe .old ap 
proved native fashion and otherwise 
prepaiing tbe luau. One group of 
patriotic ladies fashioned ferns and 
leaves into hundreds of feet of leifl lor 
decoration. Other ladies made a very 
large Hawaiian flag to fly from tbe 
centre pole of tbe pavilion. Hardly a 
family in tbe district but soared in 
tbe labors of preparation. A. great 
many preferred picnicking to joining 
in the main luau, aud brought their 
own provisions. 


Tbe Japanese bad chosen this day 


also for their great jubilee of peace, 
and were quite as active In prepara- 
tion as tbe citizens. 


Tbe few dayx previous bad shown 


signs of rain. But the morning of tbe 
Fourth disclosed as perfect a day «s 
tbe most ardent could desire. Kohala 
Landing was the place chosen for tbe 
combined celebration. 
The native 


luau was spread in Kohala Sugar 
Company's wart-bouse, where over 600 
sat down to the feast Tables were laid 
in the pavilion for the picnic. The 
road was used as a race track and tbe 
large field to the right as the baseball 
ground. Here tbe pavilion was erect- 
ed, and here also the Japanese held 
their sports and exhibited their fire 
works. The large Hawaiian banner 
was flanked on one side by the stars 
and stripes of America aud on tbe 
other by tbe red ciosc flag of England. 
People began to arrive early in tbe 
day, and hy 10 o'clock there must 
baye been more than a thousand peo- 
ple on tbe ground. At about tbat 
hour the fir-t baseball match began, 
Union Mill against Halaula. It was 
won by Union Mill by a score of 25 to 
2. The second baseball match, was 
played in the afternoon, which was 
also won by tbe former by a large 
score. Tbe result of these matches 
was something of a surprise, but tbe 
visitors won tbeir laurels fairly by 
outplaying their opponents at every 
point. Messrs. Fraser and Holstein 
were umpires. 


The Japanese sports consisted of 


wrestling, fencing and dancing 
The 


fencing created a great deal of inter- 
est. Tne contestants were in armor 
and handled tbeir weapons with both 
bands. 
The Japanese began their 


day with literary exercises consisting 
of the reading of the Emperor's De- 
claration of Peace and some patriotic 
addresses. 


Tbe citizens of Hawaii out of regard 


to the almost morbid anx ety ou the 
part of some to give no possible cause 
of offense to tb se iu the community 
wbo are not citizen**, decided to omit 
the literary exerui-ea 
And some of 


those to whom tbe olive branch was 
thus extended showed their apprecia- 
tion by keeping their laborers at 
work on tbis day when every man is 
supposed to be entitled to a holiday. 


In the evening the Japanese exhib- 


ited their fireworks, consisting of set 
pieces as well as the u-ual di-play of 
rocket-p, wheels and rnman candles.

It was not only intended as a sqclal 
compliment but also tbat tbe gentle- 
man might witness one of tbe most 
interesting customs of Hawaii uei. 
A large canvas lanai profusely decor- 
ated with ferns, bunting aud Jap- 
anese lanterns was the eceue of the 
festivity, and the fact that Sheriff L. 
A. Andrews had general charge of 
tbe feast waa a guarantee that the 
viands were most delicious. 
The 


occasion was thoroughly enjoyed by a 
very large gathering of itfakawao, 
Kabului and Wailuku people. The 
festivities continued irom 4 to 9 p. ni. 


During tbe evening of the 8th inst. 


tbe Young Ladies' Club of Makawao 
gave a Japanese evening at tbe resi- 
dence of Dr. P. J. Aikeu of Paia. The 
Oriental dec-orations of the parlors 
and verandas were most pleasing and 
effective, the portiere between the 
drawing rooms—an artistic arrange- 
ment of pink draperies,—being espe- 
cially admired. An excellent string 
bund stationed under a huge Japanese 
umbrella discoursed sweet music for 
for dancing. 


At Hana during tbe Fourth there 


were three shooting matches. 
'Ihe 


first with Winchester rifles of 44- 
calibre, 200 yard*, five rounds. The 
scores were as follows: P. McLaue 
made 18 and took the first prize,—a 
silver cup presented by Hana planta- 
tion. N. Omated was awarded tbe 
second prize, score 17, and Dr. Me- 
Gettigan tbe third prize, with a score 
of 15. In 
tbe 
pistol match, 
at 


50 yards, P. Mo Lane won tbe first 
prize, N. Omsted, second, and H. 
Covinden the third. 


In the third match, any rifle, ten 


rounds, at 200 yards, 
N. Omsted 


pcored 41, C. Tarsh 39, and Miss Annie 
Beuter shooting a 22-calibre gun 
made 38. A heavy morning rain de- 
layed the celebration, but the sun 
shone bngbtly at 9 a. m. and the 
large program of events with excep- 
tion of some of tbe horse races was 
carried out. After tbe shooting a 
large number of people sat down to a 
flue luau at tbe court house. After 
tbe enjoyment of tbe various viands, 
patriotic speeches were made by De- 
puty i-herifflosepa, Judge Kaleo and 
Judge Pakaha of Kipabulu. 


At 3 p m . the field sports began, 


the most amusing event of tbe sched- 
ule being tbe many attempts to climb 
a greased pole extending hoiizon- 
tally thirty feet over tbe water. A 
little native boy from Nabiku was 
finally successful and obtained tbe 
little pig wbicb bad been squealing 
vociferously in a bag suspended from 
the end of the pole. 


The horse racing took place on tbe 


stretch of the Government road be- 
tween tbe plantation and tbe post 
office 
Tbe dance for some reason 


was postponed for two weeks. 


Tbe Reciprocity mill at Hamoa is 


still grinding.

On the llth lust., between two and 


three hundred people witnessed the 
Eldrece-Forsyth wedding at Waia- 
koa, Kula, Rev. 8.

Toronto pyltem a Very Good Thluc for 


Toronto—Not Applicable in All In- 
stances to Honolulu—Promoters of 
the Road Are Acting In Good Faith. 


MB. EDITOB:—In last evening's 


Star reference is made to the Toronto 
street railway system, and particular 
stress is laid upon tbe fact that the 
city derives a rental and a percentage 
of the gross receipts from the railway 
company. 
The Star might easily 


have gone further and given all the 
facts. Tbe city ol Toronto has a pop- 
ulation of over 200,000 from which the 
railway company draws Its revenue, 
and the Toronto street railway com- 
pany has got a monopoly. 


The city of Honolulu has a popula- 


tion of about 20,000, one-tenth that of 
Toronto—its principal streets being 
already occupied by a street railway. 
The cost of construction and equip- 
ment will be greater in Honolulu than 
in Toronto, where nearly all the ma- 
terial can be procured without the ex- 
pensive cost of land and sea freight. 
The cost of operation is less, per mile, 
in Toronto than It will be in Hono- 
lulu. Anthracite coal can be obtained 
in Toronto for $4.60 per long ton of 
2240 pounds. 
The rate of wages in 


Toronto, according to tbe Star is $1.50 
per day of 10 hours, or $39 per month 
of 26 working days. 
Can efficient 


labor be obtained In Honolulu for any 
such price? 
Given tbe same conditions as to 


population, cost of maintainanoe and 
cost of operation, an electric railway 
in Honolulu, having an absolutely 
exclusive franchise to the whole city, 
could affbrd to be as generous as the 
Toronto Street Railway Company. 


The Star's knowledge of electric 


railway operation would seem to be 
very limited. It evidently does not 
know that the larger the concern the 
smaller the percentage of the cost 
of 
management, 
both 
per 
mile 
and 
per 
car, and 
consequent 
greater ability to pay rentals or divi- 
dends. A concern of the magnitude 
of the Toronto Street Bailway can be 
operated under conditions which can- 
not trader any possibility pertain to 
Honolulu. The City Council of the 
City of Toronto obtained possession of 
the franchise of tbe old horse car upon 
the expiration of the latter's franchise. 
It did not attempt to obtain possession 
before that time, as, to have done BO, 
would have been a breach of faith on 
the part of the council. If the Gov- 
ernment of the Hawaiian Islands, 
under tbe laws of eminent domain, or 
breach of contract, were to attempt to 
obtain possession of the franchise of 
the Hawaiian Tramway Company, 
without giving full consideration for 
every dollar of bonds and stock out- 
standing, aggregating $475,000, they 
would be equally guilty ol a breach of 
faith, and would undoubtedly imperil 
their credit on the London market. 
Can they afford to take that risk? 


Again, the Toronto Street Bailway 


Company gut possession of an undis- 
puted right of way over the entire 
length of its lines. 
The proposed 


Honolulu Electric Railway Company 
can obtain only a portion of its right 
of way from the Legislature—the rest 
they must obtain by purchase. The 
Hotel street line to Punahou cannot 
be built until the right of way has 
been 
secured through 
the block 


bounded by Beretania, King, Punch- 
bowl and Alapai streets. Tbe line to 
Waiklki cannot be built until the 
right 
of way has been obtained 


through tbe Ward estate and adjoin- 
ing properties—and so with the Nuu- 
anu street line, it cannot be con- 
structed until the right of way is ob- 
tained through the block bounded by 
Punchbowl and Nuuanu streets. 


Tbe experience of those who have 


ever had anything to do with obtain- 
ing a right of way for a railway com- 
pany through private property, will 
bear me out, when I say, that it is 
rarely that the purchase price can be 
agreed upon without recourse to arbi- 
tration, after which, Invariably fol- 
lows an appeal to a higher court, and 
then In all probability, arbitration 
again. The Honolulu Electric Kail- 
way Company if granted a franchise, 
will not begin construction until the 
right of way has been obtained—and 
as it is impossible to state when that 
will be, as the company cannot con- 
trol litigation, it would be the height 
of 
business folly 
to 
enter into 


any obligation to begin the construc- 
tion of the road on or before a fixed 
date. 
They undertake to complete 


fifteen miles of tbe road within two 
years from the granting of tbe charter, 
provided that they are not prevented 
by circumstances which they cannot 
control. 
The Star refers to the rates of fare 


charged on the Toronto street railway 
as having been fixed by the Toronto 
city council. 
Tbe following section 


appears in the charter now before the 
Legislature: 
"Section 26.—Tbe company may 


make reasonable and just regulations, 
with the consent of the 
Executive 


Council, regarding the hours during 
which the cars shall run on the said 
streets and roads, and the fares to be 
charged and collected by the said 
company for the carriage of passengers 
over the company's lines." 


This means that the company's time 


table aud tariff table must he sub 
mitted 
to the Executive Council 


for approval, 
and 
if, In the first 


instance, 
not satisfactory to 
the 


Executive, 
it 
must 
be changed 


ao as to meet with their approval. 
This is a more desirable clause than 
thatcontained ih the Toronto charter, 
as tbe latter is part of. tbe contract 
and cannot be altered without the 
consent of the pompany, whereas iu 
the dropoaed charter tbe rates of fare 
may bo changed by the Executive 


Council at any time. Now a word or 
two as to tbe method of construction ; 
Section 21—"All tbe works Ufceaaury 
for 
the 
constructing 
and laying 


dowu tbe several ruilwuy trucks shall 
tie made in a substantial manner, ac- 
cording to the beat modem practice, 
and under tbe supervision of the Min- 
ister of the Interior or other officer 
duly appointed." 
, 
Section 28—"Tbe location of the line 


of railway in any of the streets or 
roads shall not be made until tbe 
plans thereof, showing the position of 
tbe rails and other works, in each 
•treef, or road, shall have been sub- 
mitted to tbe Minister of tbe Interior, 
or such other officer as may be ap- 
pointed for that purpose, for his ap- 
proval." 


The company is acting lu good 


faith. 
If tbe people of Honolulu 


want tbe railway—we believe they do 
—and the Legislature will grant tbe 
franchise, the road will be built; but 
the company will not attempt to per- 
form Impossibilities.

• 
Year of That Institution. 


Inspection of the Bulldlnc and Depart- 


ments— Luau by Stud«nU— Satisfac- 


tory Progress—Hawaiian Day. 


HILO (Hawaii), July 10.—Tbe fifty- 


ninth year of the 
Hilo Boarding 


School closed on Friday, June 2&h, 
with a very pleasant and successful 
public exercise, which was largely at- 
tended by the parents of the pupils, 
the trustees, and many friends of tbe 
school. The programs were neatly 
and artistically printed at the school. 
The outside was graced with a photo- 
graph print of the school buildings, 
for which print Mr. Terry gave credit 
to the editor of the War Cry (San 
Francisco), and on the 
other side 


the words, "Hawaiian Day at Hilo 
Boarding School, June 28, 1895." 


Facing the visitor on entering was 


the motto in red, white and blue, 
"Aloha Oukou." The schoolroom Is 
the time-honored one of the past, al- 
though much enlarged and improved 
of late years. It was tastefully deco- 
rated with vines and Sowers, and over 
tbe platform at the mauka end of the 
room was tbe 
motto, "Hawaiian 


Day." 
The school at present num- 


bers forty-five. A fine program was 
rendered of various school recitations, 
showing the capabilities of all the 
classes, interspersed with readings, 
recitation of poems and singing. The 
selections were all in English and tbe 
most of the songs In Hawaiian. 


Rev. R. K. Baptiste, pastor of the 


Portuguese church in Hilo, has ren- 
dered most efficient service this last 
term as instructor. His examinations 
in geography, language and natural 
philosophy were very Interesting, 
while the class in dictation, Hawai- 
ian geography and conversation exer- 
cise by &iiss Ellen Lyman were full of 
spirit and accuracy. The Hawaiian 
geography, which was illustrated by 
a rapid aud accurate outline map of 
the island of Maul, sketched on the 
blackboard by one of tbe class while 
the recitation was in progress, elicited 
much admiration from the Hawaiians 
present. 
Tbe whole school took part in "Use- 


ful Information," an exercise which 
was conducted by Mrs. W. 6. Terry, 
each boy giving in a short, concise 
sentence most valuable information, 
either of geographical, historical, com- 
mercial or national importance on 
many themes. The whole imparted 
to the listening audience many facts 
in a nutshell 
about 
tbe various 


changes and improvements wrought 
by tbe progress of time in these isl- 
ands and during this century so near 
Its close. Indeed, many of us would 
be glad to see the whole In print. 
The three exquisite poems, "Joy," 
"Sorrow" and "Peace," written on 
the death of Kalakaua, were rendered 
very finely by three of the oldest boys, 
and brought tears to some who lis- 
tened. 
Tbe flag drill, in which 


eighteen of the boys, with small Ha- 
waiian flags, took part, was accurately 
done and gave great pleasure to the 
audience. "Our Sea Beach," an ex- 
quisite poem on-Hilo Bay, composed 
many' years ago by the loved and 
lamented Mrs. Fidelia Coan, was 
read with fine effect by Mrs. Terry. 


At the close of the exercises Mf. 


Terry invited all the company to In- 
spect the workshops, pof, ice and 
coffee cleaning machines. He also 
invited all present to be guests at a 
luau prepared by tbe students, when 
he promised to give us a sample of the 
coffee beverage which had b«en raised, 
cleaned, roasted and 
prepared by 


themselves on their own grounds. 


After all bad satisfied their curiosity 


in Inspecting the Industrial Depart- 
ment, and had admired the fine speci- 
mens of penmanship, map drawing, 
etc., displayed on the blackboards, 
with the wood carving, of which there 
were some choice specimens, the call 
to the luau was welcome. It was 
served on tables on the lawn In front 
of the school buildings. Pol and pork 
with delicious fish, all loaned in tbe 
best style, and all the usual Hawai- 
ian condiments, vanished in short or- 
der, but everything was In abundance 
for tbe large number of guests. Fruit 
and soda water was the dessert with 
the kulolo pudding; the promised 
coffee, last of all, proved to be all it 
was promised. All left feeling that 
this parent of all 
the 
Industrial 


schools of Hawaii was still a live in- 
stitution.

His address to that class, de- 


livered on June 24th, was a masterly

praise from his classmates, many of 
whom will no doubt watch with inter- 
est the future of their respected presi- 
dent. 


A brief sketch of Mr. Walsh's life 


and work In the islands^hows what 
can be accomplished by perseverance, 
which trait has been a potent factor 
in raising him to tbe high standard 
attained 


The subject of the above sketch 
came to the islands, together with; a 
valued friend and partner, in 1878. 
Shortly after arriving be secured em- 
ployment as a luna at Naalehu plan- 
tation, Hawaii. Answering the call 
of friendship and duty, he returned to 
Honolulu and administered to tbe 
wants of his friend during an illnesr 
which proved fatal. 


Securing the position of deputy- 


sheriff at Makawao, Maul, he dis- 
charged the duties of that position, 
during two years incumbency, in such 
a manner as to merit the goodwill of 
all with whom be came in contact 
Among those who carefully watched 
the career of the young man was Hon. 
H. P Baldwin, whp was qnlck to 
realize tbe sterling qualities of tbe 
man. Paia plantation was placed un- 
der his management, which he con- 
ducted so successfully that later he 
was intrusted with tbe Baldwin in- 
terest in that and Hamakuapoko plan- 
tation. 


Although the duties of plantation 


life were extremely arduous, yet Mr. 
Walsh found time to study law, and 
in 1882 was admitted to practice in 
tbe lower courts. Tiring of planta- 
tion life, Mr. Walsh traveled exten- 
sively in America and Europe, after- 
ward returning to the islands, opened 
up and acquired some interest iu 
Makaweli plantation and became its 
first manager. Later be disposed of 
bla interest In Makaweli and went to 
America, afterwards concluding to 
complete his legal education by a 
course at Ann Arbor, Mich., where, 
as mentioned above,' he graduated 
with the highest honors. Mr. W alsh 
will be a valued addition to tbe legal 
fraternity of the islands.

The evening paper that has off 


and on, when policy made it a 
necessity, 
espoused 
the

the great Utopia for foreign in- 
vestors, and favored holding out 
inducements to bring in foreign 
capital, now comes out with a half- 
hearted slap at a measure which is 
to bring to the city of Honolulu wha 
the paper has so long been sighing for 
and blowing its trumpet to obtain 
—foreign capital that will furnish 
employment for the day laborer, 
and furthermore create conditions 
that will enhance the value of pro- 
perty and bring more foreign cap- 
ital to the country. 


Here we find the first test 


of this pious desire to render 
. the workiugman assistance and 
modernize the country. 
In the 


eyes of the 
day laborer, 
the 


foreign 
capitalist and the pro- 


gressive element of the community 
our contemporary has been tried 
and found wanting. 


We do not presume to reflect 


upon the Toronto system as applied 
to Toronto or any other city of its 
size and geographical position, but 
it does not require a long course of 
argument to prove that the situa- 
tion in Toronto is vastly different 
from that which Honolulu invest- 
ors must face as is very well de- 
monstrated 
in another column. 


"Oh, for an electric railway" has 
been Honolulu's song of woe since 
the use of electricity for passenger 
traffic has been proved a success. 
For over five years the Tramcar 
Company has been free to make 


An interesting statement regard- 


ing the financial as pi-01 of the neu- 
trality laws of th« raited States 
has recently been made by Secre- 
tary of State Olney in reply to a 
query put to him by an official of 
an American bunk 
The bank hae 


been requested to act as a deposi- 
tory for contributions made by 
Americana to aeaist the Cuban rev- 
olutionists. The official states that 
the people connected with the in- 
stitution are entirely in sympathy 
with the Cubans, and also for 
financial advantage would like to 
assist the revolutionary movement, 
but they have desisted from giving 
their reply until learning whether 
by accepting the offer they will be 
liable to prosecution under the 
neutrality laws. 


Secretary Olney in his reply 


says, whether or uo the bank 
would become liable to criminal 
prosecution by knowingly making 
itself the depository for funds con- 
tributed by American t-ympathizers 
of the Cubans is a point on which 
opinions differ, and which can be 
properly settled only by the adju- 
dication 
of the 
proper 
court. 


Should the bank take the step, the 
secretary would be in duty bound 
to bring the matter before the 
courts for decision. 


As to the moral phase of the 


question, Secretary Olney remarks 
that the duty of the bank does not 
admit of question and quotes the 
following from a decision of the 
Supreme Court which clearly out- 
lines a policy of "hands off": 


"The intercourse of this country 
with foreign nations and its policy In 
regard to them are placed by the Con- 
stitution of the United States in the 
bands of the government, and its de- 
cision upon these subjects are obli- 
gatory upon every citizen of the 
Union. He is bound to be at war 
with the nation against which the 
war-making power has declared war, 
and equally bound to commit no act 
of hostility against a nation with 
which the government ifl In amity 
and friendship. This principle ia uni- 
versally acknowledged by the laws of 
natioos. It lies at the foundation of 
all government, as there could be no 
social order or peaceful relations be 


in their private business would not 
be recognized. 


Another statement flaunted to 


the breeze is that the proposed 
corporation giv«b nothing in return 
for the rights granted by the fran- 
chise. Is it nothing that the new 
company is to ex pend over $100,000 
ayearin the wager, of its employees? 
Is it nothing that the "poor man'a 
carriage" is to be improved? Does 
the Government go begging in con- 
sequence of the increased value of 
the property along the line of the 
new railway? If Honolulu classes 
these perquisites as nothing, it will 
stand on record as the first city in 
the world that possesses a business 
dictionary compiled on this plan. 


In the matter of concession by 


exemption from taxation, it is un- 
derstood that the promoters of the 
railway are not inclined to draw 
fine lines, but at the same time it is 
a concession which the Government 
can well afford to grant. 
It is not 


the business of this country to placa 
barriers in the way of new capital 
nor to make the first years of new 
corporations a struggle for exist- 
ence under a weight that might 
well be lessened. 
It is not in the 


taxes of the road alone that the 
Government will reap its reward. 


THE San Francisco Chronicle be- 


lieves that the "Dole government" 
needs to ba on guard against its 
enemies in the United States who 
are working as quietly and unos- 
tentatiously as possible to stir up 
dissension among the citizens of 
the Republic. 
It is further re- 


marked that "since the creation of 
the Dole government, followed by 
the establishment of the Republic, 
the affairs of Hawaii have been 
conducted on a better and more 
business-like basis than ever before, 


tween 
the 
citizens 
of 
different 
countries without it 
It is, how- 
ever, more emphatically true in 
relation to citizens of the United 
States, for as the sovereignty resides 
in the people, every citizen is a por- 
tion of it, and ia himself personally 
bound by the laws which the repre- 
sentatives of the sovereignty may pass, 
or the treaties into which they may 
enter within the scope of their dele- 
gated authority. And when that au- 
thority has plighted its faith to an- 
other nation that there shall be peace 
and friendship between the citizeus of 
the two countries, every citizen of the 
United States is equally and persoo- 
illy pleilgrd. The compact is made 
jy the department of the government 
upon whioh he himself has agreed to 
confer the power 
It Is his own per- 


sonal compact as a portion of the sov- 
ereignty in whose behalf it is made. 
A.nd he can do no act nor enter into 
any agreement to promote or eocou r- 
age revolt or hostilities against the 
territories of a country with which 
our government is pledged by treaty 
to be at peace, wiihout a breach of 
bis duty as a citizen, and the breach 
of the faith pledged to the foreign 
nation." 


This action of the new Secre- 


tary of State indicates that so far 
as the administration of his office 
is concerned, the neutrality laws of 
the United States will not be re- 
garded as a dead letter, nor will 
the Government make half-hearted 
attempts in the enforcement. 


and the people of Hawaii are like 
other people, in wanting a maxi- 
mum of good government at a mini- 
mum of expense. 
The sentiment 


of a great majority of the best citi- 
zens of Hawaii is certainly in favor 
of sustaining the Republic. Many 
of the natives are indifferent and 
some of them, no doubt, would be 
willing to revert to the old order of 
things, but the real, active, govern- 
ing sentiment is iu favor of the Re- 
public, and such being the case, all 
the Government need do is to be on 
its guard against being taken by 
surprise by some filibustering ex- 
pedition, aided by a revolt created 
for the occasion." The Chronicle's 
advice is good, but comes a little 
late in the day, since the "Dole 
government" has taken the precau- 
tionary measures and is calmly 
continuing the conduct of affairs 
on a sound business basis.

about that innocent School Act. 
Possibly it is the fact of a mis- 
print. The seventeenth word after 
the enacting 
clause should be 


'enforcing," not "extending." If 
read with the correct word, it does 
not appear to be involved or indis- 
tinct. 
In some senses the Act is 


explanatory and is not intended to 
ireate new law, excepting in so far 
as it makes the English language 
the authoritative tongue in the 
schools as it now is in the laws. 


One who reads the Act must 


know the school laws to under- 
stand it. 
But it would have been 


improper and unnecessary to have 
re-enacted all or any portion of the 
existing laws in order to make the 
whole school law clear to one who 
is not acquainted with it. 


Wise publicists do not make 


laws when they are not necessary. 
Therefore, the question here is, 
"What is the reason for this law?" 
There are reasons, and they appear 
sufficient to the Board of Educa- 
tion as well'as to a number of other 
educators in the country who Baw 
the draft Act and suggested amend- 
ments, a number of which were 
adopted.

be instructed in good morals and ele- 
mentary learning."

not generally known that the act of 
1870 confers very great power on

ment of law or the rules of the 
Board are complied with.

try to embrace all the children of 
all nationalities in the country, it 
was met at once by influential rep- 
resentatives of one of our very di- 
verse nationalities with the sug- 
gestion that children are now in 
school and do not require further 
instruction. 
Yet the 
schooling 


given does not and cannot meet the 
elementary requirements of the 
civilization which dominates this 
country. A number of grave ques- 
tions at once arise. Shall nothing 
be done? Is it the part of wisdom 
to permit the existence in our 
midst of systems of education 
which are incompatible with and 
destructive of our civilization? 


If we are to maintain an Anglo- 


Saxon civilization in Hawaii, there 
should be elementary training in 
the English language. The child- 
ren ought to grow up with its 
forms, its germs, BO to ppeak, in- 
grained into their very being. With 
this end in view, the objectionable 
act was drafted. 
It will not affect 


very many private schools. It is 
neither the desire nor intention of 
the Board that it should. But it is 
the intention and verv earnest de- 
sire of the Board of Education to 
advance and render absolutely su- 
preme in Hawaii the civilization 
which has made the country. If 
this act will help, it should become

In the year 1858 Japan 


made a treaty with the Amer- 
ican Government, it being the 
first commercial treaty ever 
drafted by the former country. 
From then on, for several 
years, 
the intercourse with 


foreign powers brought 
to 


Japan an increased volume of 
business, and still greater 
benefits by demonstrating to 
that country the distance be- 
tween it and the more civilized 
nations that the manner of 
conducting their business in- 
terests with outside countries 
were too crude. 


Just at this time Eastern 


mercantile houses commenced 
directing their attention to- 
wards Japan for closer busi- 
ness relations, but unfortu- 
nately for them the report was 
circulated that foreigners were 
barred from doing any busi- 
ness in the Empire. Until 1868 
Japan had yery "dark days," 
but in that year the existing 
form of government was over- 
thrown and a new dynasty 
stepped into power with lead- 
ers who saw that the future of 
the country depended on reci- 
procity.

SECTIONS. Such financial assistance 
may consist of 


A fixed semi-annual cosh payment 
or subsidy for a staled period; or, 


A guarantee by the Republic of a 
payment of the principal or interest, 
or both, of a stated amount of the 
bonds of any person or company con- 
structing or operating such cable, or 
cables; or, 


A eubaidy by issuing to the party, 


or parties, indicated lii eucb contract, 
a stated amount of the bonds of the 
Republic, bearing interest at the rate, 
and payable the time, or times there- 
in stated; or, 


A subscription to the stock of any 


corporation, or corporations, formed 
for the purpose of constructing and 
operating any such cable, or cables; 
or, 


A guarantee of a certain amount of 


income per annum; or, 


The participation by this Govern- 


ment with other governments in the 
joint construction and ownership of 
any such cable; or, 


A combination of any two or more 


of the methods hereinbefore 
men- 


tioned, or other proper method not 
herein enumerated. 


Senator Brown objected to the sec- 


ond provision of the section. He was 
heartily in favor of any measure that 
wonldgiveus a cable but did not con- 
sider} it 
fair, 
considering 
the 


position the country was in at the 
present time 
We were knocking at 


the door of the United States for ad- 
mission to the Union, and on that ac- 
count it was not wise to Incur addi- 
tional liabilities; Uncle Sam might 
say we were crowding In debts. 


The Senator said that the cable 


would be a great thing for Honolulu, 
aod declared it would make tnis port 
the Queenstown of the Pacific. Con- 
cluding, the speaker said that addi- 
tional debts migbt hurt the annexa- 
tion cause. 


Minister Hatch replied by stating 
that it was impossible to make any 
headway unless someone is given au- 
thority to go ahead in the matter. The 
only practical way to gain progress 
was to grant the Executive power to 
enter iuto a contract with individuals 
in a corporation. The probabilities 
were that Americana or au American 
corporation would be dealt with. The 
Executive or somebody should have 
power to make a preliminary 
con- 
tract, at least. The country was am- 
ply protected by Section 5 which says

or Dan Lyons will be seen DO more 
on the streets of Honolulu—he has 
gone to the undiscovered country. 
An ardent republican, a loving 
father and 
faithful 
friend 
has 


passed from earth. His ending 
was of a rather sudden nature, 
though he had 
been in failing 


health for gome time. 


Last 
Tuesday 
while walking 


along Kaahumanu street Mr. Lyons 
fell in a fit. Kind friends assisted 
him to bis bumble home on Ala- 
kea street. 
T. B. Murray, presi- 


dent of the American League, an 
organization 
for which tbe de- 


ceased was financial secretary and 
an honered member, took steps to 
have the old gentleman properly 
cared for, and sent a brother mem- 
ber to administer to his wants. 
Mr. Lyons, however, thought he 
was capable of looking after him- 
self. He appeared at last Friday's 
meeting of the League, but had to 
be assisted home before the meet- 
ing was over. 


Last Saturday Dr. Wood ap- 


proached President Murray and 
informed him that Mr. Lyons ought 
to be sent to the hospital. Ac- 
cordingly he 
was 
removed 
to 


tbat place during the afternoon, 
the American League becoming re- 
sponsible for any expenses that 
might be incurred thereby. Dr. 
Wood expressed the opinion that, 
though, Mr. Lyons needed atten- 
tion, there was apparently no cause 
fur 
expecting any serious conse- 


quences. 


After reaching the hospital Mr. 


Lyons began to sink rapidly and 
expired about 3 o'clock Sunday 
morning. His ending was peace- 
able, death resulting 
from apo- 


plexy coupled with old age. 


Funeral services were held at the 


Catholic Cathedral Sunday after- 
noon, interment being made in the 
deceased family plot in the King 
street cemetery. 
Mr. Lyons was a 


member 
of 
the 
Sharpshooters; 


these, with the American League 
and many friends followed bis re- 
mains to their last resting place. 


Dati Lyons was aged about 55 


year?. 
He came to the islands 


about thirteen 
years 
ago from 


Nevada, having held lucrative and 
important positions of trust in that 
state during the mining excitement 
of early days. 
The deceased had 


considerable journalistic experience 
before coming here. In 1882 he 
launched the " Daily Hawaiian," 
afterwards being associated with 
W. M. Gibson and Fred Hayselden 
in the Elele, and at one time con- 
nected with this paper. Mr. Lyons 
was the first man to bring white 
compositors to the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands. Six years ago tbe wife and 
several children of the deceased 
were carried away by diphtheria. 
This proved a severe blow to Mr. 
Lyons, from which he never re- 
covered. 


Deceased leaves two children—a 


girl about 
10 and a boy 13, the 


former living with Miss Lynch, the 
latter now visiting Mr. Hayselden 
on Lanai. 
Mr. Lyons leaves no 


personal or real property. Messrs

When the papers of x eu> i- on appeal to the 
Circuit CO'irt B-U lost and th«nctof 
their loss and their contents are duly 
proved, this Court will not inquire 
whether the Circuit Court could pro- 
ceed with the caae without such proof. 


The defense of non performance of con- 


dition for the payment of a negotiable 
promissory note is r.ot available to the 
maker when the suit is brought by a 
bona fide purchaser before maturity 
for value without notice of the failure. 


I n the absence of evidence as to when the 


note was transferred, whether before 
or after maturity, the presumption is 
that it was before maturity. 


A second indorsee (the holder of a note) 
whose assignor was not affected with 
the equ'ties of the defense, can main- 
tain suit on the note, thoagh he may 
have notice of the defense. 


A special indorsee may maintain suit on 


the note in his own name even though 
he may have taien it for collection 
only. 


If Dr. Walters took thie .note for 


value without notice of the failure of 
consideration, then bis indorsee, the 
present bolder, may recover though 
be may be aware of the equities. 2 
Greenleaf Ev., Sec. 171,10th Ed. 


We remark that the making of the 


note was shown to be admitted by 
defendant who offered to pay both 
to Dr. Walters and to the present 
holder one hall of it by way of com- 
promise.

THE COUBT BY JUDD, C. .J. 


This is an action of assnmpsit on a 


negotiable promissory note in words 
and figures as follow?: 


'•Kilanea, Kanai, H. I., 


Oct. 1st, 1892. 


Six months after date 1 promise to 


pay to H. P. Hngos, or order, Two 
Hundred Dollars (§200) without de- 
falcation for value received. 


With interest at 8 per cent, from 


date. 
T. Mitamura." 


On the back of the note there are 


the following indorsements: "Pay 
to order of Dr. St. D GK Walters, 


H. P. 


Pay to order of J. H. Coney, 


St. D. Gunlais Walters." 


The case was tried before the Dis- 


trict Magistrate of the district of 
Hanalei, Kanai, who gave judgment 
for the defendant. 
The plaintiff 


then appealed to the Circuit Court, 
Fifth Oircnit, jury waived. The case 
was put on the calendar for the Sep- 
tember Term. 1894, and was, at the 
request of defendant, continued to 
the next term. When the cane was 
called at the March Term, 1895, of 
said Court it was stated that none of 
the papers of the case, except the 
note could be found. The Court was 
proceeding to beat the plaintiffs 
evidence when counsel for defendant 
objected, on the ground that the 
Court had no jurisdiction to hear the 
case, because there were no plead 
ings nor papers before the Court, and 
no proof of loss of same, nor any 
proof of the contents of same. 


These objections were severally 


overruled, but the plaintiff's counsel 
supplied proof of the 'loss of the 
original papers, and, by affidavit, 
proof of their contents substantially, 
also that the appeal bad been per- 
fected. These facts all appear in 
defendant's bill of exceptions. The 
defects complained of by, defendant's 
counsel having been cured as above 
set forth, we do not consider it neces 
sary to decide whether the Court 
would have had jurisdiction to pro- 
ceed with the ca»e without these 
proofs being made. 


After 
plaintiff's 
proofs 
were 


in, 
the 
defendant 
moved 
for 


nonsuit, 
making 
the 
following 


points as appear in the bill of ex- 
ceptions ; that the note upon which 
the action is based has been trans- 
ferred to the plaintiff without con- 
sideration, and that the plaintiff is 
not a bonafidt holder thereof for valu 
able consideration. The nonsuit be- 
ing refused the defendant put on 
evidence and the Court gave judg- 
ment in favor of the plaintiff. 


The facts sent up are substantially 


these; At the date of the note, Octo- 
ber 1, 1892, one Dr. H. P. Hugns 
was Government Physician at Hana- 
lei, Kanai, and on condi ion that he 
would procure for Dr. Mitamura 
(defendant), the appointment of Gov- 
ernment Physician at Hanalei, de- 
fendant gave Dr Hngus his promis- 
sory note for $200 payable in six 
months. 
Defendant testified that 


the condition bad not been perform- 
ed for he had not received the ap- 
pointment. This is not denied. If 
the action had been brought by Dr. 
Hugns it would seem as if this de- 
fense should have prevailed. The 
note, however, had been transferred 
to Dr. St. D G. Walters by indorse 
ment. 
The consideration of 
the 


transfer was proved to be one bun 
tired dollarsJf the transfer of this note 
had been made before maturity the 
equities would not be open to the da 
fendant unless they bad been bronght 
to bis notice._ But it the transfer was 
made after maturity they would be. 
Unfortunately there is no evidence 
upon this point, and the presump- 
tion is that it was transferred before 
maturity, and so the 
defense of 


failure of consideration is not avail- 
able to defendant

The Court will not enforce the performance 


of a contract to convey land obtained 
by misrepresentation and deceit 


OPINION OF THE 
COUBT BY JODD, C. J. 


This is a bill in equity for the spe- 


cific performance of an alleged con- 
tract in writing for the sale of land. It 
was beard by Moo. 8 L. Austin, Cir- 
cuit Judge of the Third Circuit, who 
dismissed the bill. Following is his 
decision: 


"The plaintiff seeks by a bill in 


equity to enforce the terms of an al- 
leged written contract for the sale of 
undivided interests in certain lands at 
Naalebu, district of Kau, Island of 
Hawaii, descended to defendant Ehu 
from the estate of Naonoalna, 


"The substance of the agreement 


which is ID the Hawaiian language, 
is as follows: 
'I 
have received 


from John K. Kekaula of Naalebu, 
Kau, 
Hawaii, $20, it being a part of 


$30, the purchase price of my undi- 
vided right, in the property of the 
estate of Naoooaina granted to him 
and Hilinai by Roynl Patent No. 
2728, consisting of 336 acres, situated 
at Poupouwela and Aemale, Diitriot 
of Kau, and the kuleana No. 8754 of 
Niouoa'ina in that tract of land at 
'Kttunamano.' 


And after the payment of $10, the 


balance of the purchase money, then 
1 will for myself and heirs give a good 
and lawful deed for the land above 
named to John K. Kekaula, and his 
heirs and assigns.

From the testimony of Kaia Pilipo 


and Kt-kanla the plaintiff it appears 
that Kekaula who lives near the land 
in dispute, having learned of Ehu'a 
interest in the land wished to pur- 
chase the land, he got Kaia Pilipo to 
go with him and show bint wheje 
Ehu lived: they traveled about thirty 
miles to Kapua, South Kona, to the 
bouse where Ehu and her husband 
lived. The old folks were 4ttlng un- 
der a kukui tree in front of the house. 
Kekaula told Ehu and Kaia that be 
had come to buy land. They con- 
sented ; the agreement was then pro- 
duced and then Ehu and Kaia accept- 
ed the agreement and money $20. 
Kekaula told them there were $10 
more. 
Kaia Pilipo says he then 


signed tbeir names and drew their 
marks while tbey held the pen and 
scribbled along. This witness said 
on 
cross examination, 'I saw the 


paper 
first 
when Kekaula gave 


it to me to 
sign 
as 
witners.' 


Kekaula testifies that be took pen, 
ink and paper with him, and drew up 
the body of the agreement, then and 
there, 
on 
the 
mat 
in 
the 


presence 
of 
Ehu, 
Kaia, Kaia 


Pilipo aud others. That a map of the 
laud was shown and Ehu and Kaia 
looked at it. 'That the testimony 
of Kula Pilipo that the agreement was 
not drawn up by me there is not true.' 
Kekaula also says, 'I told them their 
interest was worth $30; did not tell 
them it was not worth more than 
that. Tbey admitted I was a moo- 
puna. Tbey said we will sell for what 
you intend to give.' 


Ehu, Kaia, Kaholo and Ale&le all 


agree substantially in their testimony, 
that on the first visit of Kekanla to 
buy the land, Ehu told him ebe bad 
no land to sell. That any right to 
land she might have belonged to her 
moopnna Losinabama in Kau. That 
Kekanla urged her to sell, and she 
refused; that after repeated urging on 
bia part, she reluctantly took the $20, 
and told him if Losinabama con- 
sented it would be a sale, but if Losl- 
nabama did not consent, the money, 
$20, 
would be returned. The wit- 


nesses for defense all swear that Kaia 
Pilipo on May 6th signed all the 
names to the alleged agreement; that 
Ebu and Kaia did not make their 
marks, uor did tbey put their hands to 
the pen when Kaia wiote their names. 


On the 30th of May, 1893, John K. 


Kekaula came to Ehn's house with 
J. H. Waipuilani, a notary public, 
and wanted Ebu to execute a deed. 
She refused to do so, and offered to re- 
turn the same $20, which Kekaula 
refused to take. It is in evidence that 
Ehu's portion of the land is worth 
$800. 


The main question for me to decide 


is, whether the alleged agreement 
made May 6tb, 1893, is an agreement 
which *-quity ought to enforce? 


Fiora a careful study of all the evl- 


iiciic-e in this case, I find that John K. 
K»kaula, a cmurt man of business, 
Uavlug leurne-1 thai an old and nimple 
Wrtrr.au, named Ehu, bad fallen heir 
to a piece of land near his own posses- 
sions io Naalebu, Kan, drew up an 
agreement to eell, procured a guide, 
and traveled a distance of thirty miles 
to. a. place called Kspua, In South 
Koua., where Ehu lived, and there 
tried to purchase her land. 


The welgt.t of evidence- IB that Ehu 


re(us«-d to Bell the land, saying that 
any right to land which she might 


have, belonged to her moopuna Loal- 
aahama, but he insisted upon her tak- 
ing $20 as part payment. Then his 
guide, Kula Pilipo, signed the names 
of Ebu aud Kola and made their 
marks. They both swore that they 
did not touch the pen, and also signed 
hia own name and that of Namaka- 
kaua as witnesses. 


Kaia Plhpo himself says Namaka- 


kaua did not make his cross. KeKau- 
la's statement that he wrote out the 
body of the agreement there before all 
of them Is denied by all the witnesses, 
and by Kaia Pilipo, Kekaula'e own 
witness. 


I think an agreement such as has 


been proved is void for want of proper 
execution, add it is certainly voidable 
on account of the ignorance and age of 
Ehu and her husband. 


Tbe contract cannot be enforced in 


equity, and Losloahama bad a right 
to purchase the land as she did, not- 
withstanding her knowledge of an 
alleged agreement which was void 
and could not be enforced either in 
law or equity. 


I dismiss the bill, and give judg- 


ment against the plaintiff for all the 
costs in the case." 


The case on appeal was presented to 


us by complainant's counsel ex parte, 
there being no appearance on behalf 
of respondents. 


On a careful review of the evidence 


sent up, we are of opinion that-the 
findings of fact of tbe Circuit Judge 
are sustained and we find his conclu- 
sions of law are correct. 


Advantage was taken of the old age, 


infirmity and ignorance of these two 
Hawaiians living in a remote and 
almost uninhabited portion of the 
Island of Hawaii, who^-wT5re urged to 
consent to the sale for $30 of an undi- 
vided interest (tbe proportion of the 
interest not being disclosed), in two 
tracts of land in the neighborhood of 
a large sugar plantation, one piece 
being 336 acres in extent, and tbe 
other 3 7-10 acres. 
The old people 


were ignorant that they bad any such 
interest, and it was shown that the 
twenty dollars advanced were thrust 
upon the old people, who were afraid' 
to take it, and wbo finally and reluc- 
tantly consented to sell the land if 
their moopuna or granddaughter Lo- 
sinahama, not then present, and wbo 
supported them, should also consent. 
The old people could not read nor 
write; tbe old man, Kaia, was par-" 
tlally blind, and tbey say that tbe 
formality of placing their bands on 
the pen when tbeir cross-marks were 
made by tbe subscribing witness Kaia 
Pilipo did not take place. This wit- 
ness also wrote the name of one "Na- 
makaokaua " as a subscribing witness 
below his own, and did not even, have 
Namakookana affix his cross-mark. 
This last named man was not produced 
as a witness in tbe case. We notice 
also that on the copy of the alleged 
agreement, filed witb the bill as an 
exhibit, this name does not appear. 


Counsel for complainant appellant 


makes the point that the respondents 
are concluded by their first answer, 
where "they admit that they signed 
an Instrument which tbey are now 
informed and believe constituted a 
contract to convey said interest in 
said lands," etc. 


This original answer was prepared 


and signed by counsel upon Informa- 
tion at a distance from tbeir clients. 
An amended answer was afterwards, 
but before bearing, filed, in which 
"they admit that their names were 
signed, but by a third party and not 
at tbeir request, to an instrument in 
writing which tbey have since been 
informed and believe was an agree- 
ment to convey such lands." 
Both' 


the original and amended answers 
contain allegations that they were in- 
duced to do as tbey did through ignor- 
ance and misunderstanding of tbe 
matter, occasioned by tbe deceit and 
misrepresentation of the complainant. 
Under the circumstanaes it would not 
be right to hold the respondents to the 
allegation in tbeir first answer. 


The decree dismissing the bill is 


confirmed.
